Turkey Withholds Promised Armenian 
Seforms— The Peace of Europe 
Threatened. 

LoNDOK, Sept. 2.— In the Hoaae of Com- 
tnons to-day the bill re.onaoting clause 1,3 of 
the land bill was read a second time. 

The Garriok theatre was crowded with a 
roprosontative aadience to-nighb upon tho 
occaalon of the first production in London of 
"Alabama," by AagnsbaB Thomas. The 
play was produced under tho direction of 
F. S.WIIllard and was well received through- 
out. Mr. Wllliard received an ovation 
when ho tnado his first appoiirance for the 
evening on tho etago, and after each 
act there wore repeated recalls. Mies 
Marlon Terry and Jack Mason wore re- 
ceived with spoolul favor. Upon tho fckll of 
the curtain there were loud calls for the 
author and for a speeoh, which met with a 
nolty opposition from a small portion of the 
gallery. Mr. Wiiiiard finally advanced to 
the front of the onrtain and said: "The 
author is three thousand miles away and Is 
doubtlcES anxiously awaiting your verdict. 
What shall I tell him ? " This was met 
wUb loud applause, mingled with a few 
bisGoa. 

Justin McCarthy, M.P., leader of the 
Homo Rule party, has issued a manifesto 
donounoing tho nomination of the Healyito 
candidate for parliament in Kerry, in oppo- 
sitioD to the McCarthyito candidate, which 
is OQualng mucti Bonaation in tho lobby of the 
House of Commons. Mr. McCarthy saya 
the course of the Hoalyites ia to incite trea- 
son and revolt. The manifesto was issued 
without coDBultation with other members of 
the Homo Rule party or with the ooosnlative 
committee. It Is thought that Mr, John 
Dillon and T. P. O'Connor aione were oou- 
Bultod by McCarthy. 

Tho Pall Mall Gazette assorta that one of 
the moat respootod members of tho Irish 
Homo Rule party, who haa not boon mixed 
up with any of the party'a poraonal dlaputoa, 
saya the McCarthy manifeato looka like tho 
final breaking up of tho party. 

In a leading article the Globe expresses 
the opinion that the German oeiebratiens en- 
danger the peace of Europe. The tone of 
the Berlin papers, saye the Globe, has been 
offeotive, and snob as to needlessly wound 
the feellngB of the Frenoh people. The Em- 

geror, the Globe f utber eayg, has allowed 
imself on more than one oooasion recently 
to use language which la at least oapable of 
being mieanderatood. While the Globe 
does not believe the Emperor desires war, 
his utterances, it is said, are assnredly not 
Buoh aa to further the oauae of peace. 

Tho Speaker says: "During the week 
ending Wednesday the Bank of England re- 
ceived £1,000,000 sterling in gold, and it is 
known further auma are en route. Silver is 
rising llko exohange, and It is being bought 
largely for India, China and -Japan, and 
though tho advance is not great thoro must 
be a further rise if tho demand from the 
Eusb continues. 

The Westminster Gazjtte claims to have 
received details of great iDhatnanity on tho 
part of the Turkish ofEclals at Sasaoun, who 
are said to be preventing the distribution of 
relief to the starving Arnaenlans. It Is 
added that the number of deaths among tho 
latter is increasing daily, and it ia olaimed 
it is tho deliberate policy of the Turkish 
government to exterminate the remaining 
refogooa by atarving them. 

Mra. Butlor, an American lady, who was 
married Wodnoaday last by epccial lioonBo 
to Lord Marcus Bereaford, brother of Lord 
William Bereaford, husband of the lady who 
was Duchess of Marlborough, and who was 
previously Mrs. Louis Hammeraley, of New 
York, has a pictuoresqne ivy-olad retreat at 
Englofiel Grooo, on the border of Windsor 
park, wbero die pursnea the hobby of oat 
breeding. Sho has a refpilar eatabUihment 
for oats, and poeeessoa Persian feline alrea 
of long pedigree. 

Tho promised imperial decree proolalmin); 
general roforme throughout the Turkish Em- 
pire did not appear yesterday, the annivor- 
sary of tho Sultan's acceesion, as waa ex- 
pooted. The ambasaadora of tho powora are 
now inaiating upon tho appointment of a 
mixed committoo of control. 

Tho column of General Canalto routed tho 
band hooded by Macco to tho south of Ro- 
man Lib Yoguaa, on Saturday. Tho insur- 
gents were very much outnumbered by tho 
Spaniards and thoy were driven from their 
positions and encampment, leaving liG killed 
and 80 wounded. Tho Spaniards lost ono 
ofTioor and twelve soldiers killed, and nine 
o9ioors and thirby-nino Boldiors wounded. 

Tho litest news from Explorer Nanaen ia 
a lottor received by hla brother, Mr. Alex- 
ander Nanaon, of Christiania. The letter is 
dated July 17, 1893, and In lb the explorer 
says that ,he does not ezpeob to be home 
again In leas than three or fonr, or posaibly 
five years. 

Christine NilBSon wenb to Sweden recent- 
ly to abtend the wedding of a nephew, which 
occurred in the little village near which she 
was born. The yonng man will eventually 
Inherit the farm on which the celebrated 
singer first saw the light of day. 

In a long lebter whioh is publiahod in tho 
Timea to-day Mr, Carnegio urges that paper 
to exert its influonoe to bring about a pacific 
solution of the Irish quoatlon. Such a 
course, ho says, would probably command 
support in Canada, Australia and all the 
large cities populated by our race abroad. 
Mr. Carnegie then says the languag" of the 
call for a convention of Irleh-Amoricana at 
Chicago shows the despair and dleappoinb- 
mont of the men. Ho alao aoea in advent of 
the Conoervatlvo party in Groat Britain to 
power fair hope for justice to Ireland.

SEDAN DAY. 



Germany Celebrates the Decisive Event 
In the filoody War With 
France. 



The United Fatherland's Enthnsiastio 
Demonstration of Loyalty to 
the Hohenzollerna. 



Berlin, Sept. 2. — At the celebration yes 

terday of tho battle of Sedan Prince Leo- 
pold, second son ot Lnitpold, prince regent 
of Bavaria, delivered a speeoh, In the course 
of which he thanked hie hoarora In tho name 
of his father for the patiotlem which they 
had evinced. Prince Leopold said that In 
every town and village throughout the em- 
pire German hearts were filled with joy at 
the remembrance of the great and memorable 
period in tho history of the nation which 
was concluded on the battlefield of Sedan. 
This celebration, tho Prince ooutinuod, waa 
unparalleled in the military history of Ger- 
man. If God ao willed it, he said, tho army 
would again, aa it waa a quarter of a cen- 
tury ago, be prepared to wage war until the 
last breuth in the combat of life and death 
agalntt any who dare lay handa upon tho 
most sacred poaseasIoDS of tho fatherland. 

The Prince expresaed his pleasure at see- 
ing the Amerlouna. A short time after- 
warde, when the Emperor was riding past 
the veterans, a member of a Berlin commit- 
tee called for cheers for the Emperor, who, 
gratified at the exhibition of friendlineae, re- 
turned his thanks. Many officers of high 
rank saluted the Amerioans. Several Chicago 
veterans, who bad jnsb arrived in Berlin, 
joined the procesaion to-day. The veterans 
wilt witness the tattoo from the castle ter- 
race this afternoon. Tho Emperor and Em- 
press were enthusiastically cheered along 
the route from the palace to the parade 
grounds. After saluting the Amerioans, 
the Emperor and Empresa reviewed the en- 
tire bodyguard, and at the conclusion 
the Emperor took hia place at the 
head of tho colore and led the 
regiments back to the city. He waa re- 
ceived with enthufllaatio ovationa along tho 
entire route, which waa thronged with 
people who pelted him with flowera. The 
review was attended by the Emperor's four 
aons, tho Kings of Saxony and Wurtem- 
burg, the Grand Duchosa of Baden and 
many others of princely rank. The Emperor 
William has received large numbers of 
telegrams of felicitation froco abroad, and 
espooially from olubs of German veterans. 

A I gala performance was given In the 
royal opera lest (Sunday) evening, including 
a ball a la mllitairo composed twenty-five 
yearn ago to greet Emporer William on bis 
return from the war, and the patriotic 
drama " 1812 " will be performed ab the 
Schaneplelhaus, by order of the Emperor. 
The Berlin turner societies had arranged a 
series oi games and popular sports during 
the afternoon at the Templehof field. Kot 
only the .'Protestant but . the Catholio 
churches had special Sedan day services. 

Emperor WUliam woa aatfo early to-day 
and inaugurated the sepond day of the fes. 
tivities in connection with the oelebratlon of 
the battle of Sedan by personally decorating 
with branches of oak leaves four corps' 
standards. The first regiment of guards 
was drawn up in front of the castle to wit- 
nesb the ceremony, Ab 8.30 o'clook the 
Emperor seb cub for the parade grounds to 
review the German-American veterans. Tho 
weather waa beaatifui and the city had put 
on its gayest atbire, Crowds thronged the 
BtreetB which were moat elaborately decora- 
tod with flags and bunting. The parade on 
the Templehof field was an unuaually bril- 
liant display of troops, and tho Kings of 
Saxony and Wurtemburg were present. Tho 
veterans were out in strong force, and a line 
of 31,000 aohool childrnn with banners were 
drawn up near the schioss, which the Em- 
peror passed en returning to town with his 
retinue of colors, banners, etc. 

The dedication of the Emperor William 
memorial church was a very Impressive 
ceremony. The Emperor and Empresa ar- 
rived at the spot at 10 o'clock, esoorted by 
a detachment of cuirassiers of bhe guard, 
and were handed the golden hey of the 
church by a deputation when their majes- 
ties reached the inside of the boilding. 
Hymns were sung and a patriotic sermon 
preaohed. A cordon of troopa and veterans, 
including the Grerman-Ameriean veterans 
who are visiting this olty, surrounded the 
church and were reviewed by the Emperor, 

Upon the occaalon ot the Imperlil man- 
icuvroB from September 5 to September 12, 
at which Emperor William, Emperor Fran- 
oia Joseph, tho King of Saxony and tho 
Prince of Naples will ho preeont the French 
officers will nob appear and tho French am- 
bassador at Berlin, M. Horbotte, will leave 
tho olty during the Sedan fotoa. 

The Rolchsanzoiger announces that the 
Emperor William early thla morning tele- 
graphed to Prince Bismarck na foilowa : 
" To-day when tho whole of Germany ia 
celebrating tho twenty-fifth annivoraary of 
the historic capture of Sedan, I fool im- 
pelled to aaauro Your Hlghnoaa that I shall 
always think with deep gratitude of tho ser- 
vices which during that groat time you 
rendered my grandfather, the Fatherland 
and the German cause." 

Prince Bismarck telegraphed the following 
reply : " I lay atthe feet of Your Majesty my 
respectful thanks for the gracious tele- 
graph lo greeting of this day, and for Your 
Majesty's reccgnitlon of my co-operation In 
the national work of the late Emperor Wil- 
liam. " 

The Emperor drove through the streets 
late at night to see the illuminations, and 
was heartily received. From all quarters of 
the empire toiograms announce that the day 
was joyously celebrated. At Hanover the 
veterans' club made a pilgrimage to tho 
nillitary cemetery and adornod tho graves of 
the Gorman and French soldlora of 1870 
with wroatha, and laid a flpoolal wreath on 
tho monument to tho French aoldlera. 

Ab Hamburg tho Soclallata obtemptod to 
disturb the fetea by circulating thouaandB of 
pamphlets denouncing the national festival, 
but apparently without result. 

The Emperor, upon tho occasion of a re- 
oonb review of troops at Mayence, is re- 
ported to have aaid to bis ofiSoers : " Do 
not forgot that we must be strong in order 
to maintain peace, and the stronger we are 
the more respect others will have forns."

Tho English team was made up of — Captain 
F. Mitchell, V. T. Hill, H. A. Arkwright, 
N. F. Bruce, W. Mortimer, F. A. Phil- 
lips, J C. Hartley, W. F, Milligan, 0. E. 
M. Wilson, W. W. Lowe, C. B. Robinson, 
U. A. Studd, Play began at 11:40 with 
Byers and Patterson «t the bat and Milligan 
and Hartley bowling. Tbe batting of the 
New Yorks was alow, while the fielding of 
the team was eharp and snappy, Ab sixteen 
overs Patterson had 13 runs and Byers 14, 
with two byes. Byers made several excel- 
lent hits. Patterson was caught out by 
Wilson, bhe firsb wiokeb falling ab 12:30 wibh 
a score of 52 runs. The aeoond wiokeb fell 
when Byers was stumped oub by Rob- 
inson. He had 32 runs to his 
credib and the score waa sixty-four. Cobb, 
the New Jersey, crack was next ab bhe 
wickets.

CHINESi: MASSACRES. 

They Are a Direct Besnlt of the Chinese< 
Japanese War. 

San Fbanoisco, Sept. 2.— Cheater Hoi- 
oomb, who baa just returned from China, af- 
ter tweuty-ono years' aervloo in the American 
legation at Fokin, says tho recent massacro 
is traceable to tho result of tho Chinese 
Japanese war. " Ab the commencement of 
the war between China and Japan," said 
he, " it was generally considered the lives 
of foreigners in China would be In no groat 
danger as long as tho war lasted, and it is 
only sinoo hostilities oeaaod that the danger 
has oommenced. In the first place the 
groat mass of the Chinese people are dis- 
appointed with the result of tho war, and 
are taking revenge on all foreigners whom 
,they can kill with impunity. In tho second 
placo killing and pillaging receives great en 
oouragement by reason of the depredations 
committed by hordes of disbanded soldiers 
all over the country." 

HOLlfES' TBIAL. 

The Uan Accnsed of Uany Murders Likely to 
Be Tried in Philadelphia. 

Philadelphia, Sept. 2. — From latest de 
velopmeute in the Holmes-Fietzal oase it is 
probable that the swindler and alleged mur 
derer will be tried here for the murder of 
Bon. F. Piotzol. The body of tho latter is 
burled in Mechanics cometory in this city. 
To-day Dr, Higiobotham, of the corouor'a 
office, went to the cemetery and exhumed 
the dead man's skull. It had boon stated 
by District Attorney Graham that nothing 
further would be done in the oase until tho 
fate of the ohildron had boon settled. Thia 
being established it is believed Holmes will 
be indloted for murder here, and the skull 
will be presented ao that it may he identi- 
fied by Pietzsl's peculiar teeth.

hi a speech which the Premier made at 
Calgary a few days ago he ia reported by the 
Herald of that totro to have said that— 

" His sole idea as the Head of the Gov- 
ernment was to do hia beat for the Interests 
of tho country — whose extent and Immoneo 
varioty of resource ha was in part seeing for 
the firsi time. He would carry out what 
he consolentlonBly believed to be boab in tho 
interests of the oonnlry even if by so doing 
he endangered hia position, * for ' be deo)-\r- 
ed, * I wonld gladly end my political e.iiat- 
once and allow others to rnn tho Govoru- 
menb rather than dilly dally and ahllly 
■hally with an important question 
afTecting the rights and roligiona opinions of 
any seotion of our population. 
"We have taken what we believe to be the true 
eonreo with regard to this aohool qaeation, 
and we are prepared to argue the merits 
with any one at any time and will stand or 
fall by the position we have taken." There 
Is no mistaking this language. The reader 
mnsb see from, tho way ta wbieh the First 
Mittiater speaks that the stories that have 
been raised about the Govemment'a reced- 
ing from the ground they had taken and 
making bargains and compromises iuoon- 
aistent with the determination they have 
expressed so clearly and so foroibly, are 
atterly without foundation. 



DEFINITE AT LAST. 

Mr, Laurier Las been making epoeohes in 
Gaspe, where reporters are scarce and 
jonrnallsm not very highly developed. Con- 
sequently very little baa been heard of his 
ntteranoea in that distanfe part of the Domin- 
ion. It ia Raid, however, that the Manitoba 
achool question has been the principal sub- 
ject of hia diBcoureoB, He ie reprosentod as 
" telling the people that as a French Cana- 
dian and a Catholic he could nob but render 
lull justice to the Catholics of Manitoba, 
and should certainly see, if he came to 
power, that they were given equal rights 
with those given by the CathoHoa of Qaeboc 
to tihe Protestant minority." 

It is eaay to see how the French 
Ginadlans of Gaspe would uudorstand 
this utterance of tho eilver-tongued 
orator, and it ia diiHouIb to ima- 
gine how the English 'Speaking Cana- 
dian Liberals of the other provlncea can in- 
terpret it to mean non.fnterferenoe with 
Manitoba. For if the Manitcbans are not 
dlspoaed to give tho Citholio minority of 
their province the aamo rights as tho Pre 
toatanb minority of Qubec enjoy and exer- 
cise, how could he " eee " that such rights 
were given to the Manitoba Catholics 
without the interference of Federal authori- 
ty ? This, as lb is reported, is tho uoaresli 
approach to a dcQnito uttoranco on tho 
Manitoba school question that Mr. Laurier 
has yet made. Wo trust that neither he 
nor his journaliatio fcienda will attempt to 
explain it away. 



THAT MORAL VIOTORY. 

The Grits are trying, as we were sure 
they would, to create the impreasion that 
although they wore beaten in Westmoreland 
by several hundred votes they gained a 
moral victory in that oounty. Their ground 
for making this boast is that in the genera] 
election of 1801 Mr. Wood, a leading buai- 
ness man in tho county and former repre. 
sontative, was returned by a majority oi 
2,148. Ihey forget to £uy that Mr. Wood's 
opponent at that time was a man of little 
acoonnb In Westmoreland and that the Lib- 
erals knew that ho could not by any possi- 
bility be elootod. Everyone who hua had 
anything to do with oloctioDe In this Do- 
minion knows whob ia certain to happen 
when a very weak man is set up to oppose 
a very strong man, and that strong 
man a eupporter of the Oovemment of the 
day. A walk over tho oourae for tho strong 
candidate Is in ninoty-nino cases out of a 
hundred tho result. This is juab what hap- 
pened in Wostmoroland in 18i)I. But in 
previous elections, when Mr. Wood was op- 
posed by men of inflaenos in, the Libera 
party, his viotoriea were not by any means 
sa easy. In 1882, when Mr, Wood undertook 
to oppose Sir Albert Smith, who bed been 
a member of Mr. Mackenzie's Government, 



his majority waa only 432. In ISS7, when 
Mr. Emmerson, another inflaential Liberal, 
was the opposition candidate, Mr. Weed's 
majority was 642. In 1891, as we have 
shown, the Conservative majority owing to 
the weakneaa of' the Liberal candi- 
date was an abnormally large one. 
We think it safe under these clroum- 
stancPB to estimite tha normal 
Coneorvittive majority in Weatmoreluod at 
between five and six haadred. Bab Mr. 
Powell's majority was the other day 
as the Liberals themselves admit, 
considerably over 600. Where, then, 
does the moral viotory for the Llborala ooma 
In? It must bo remembered, too, that Mr. 
Killam was considered by his party and by 
hia opponents an exoeptionally strong man. 
The plain truth ia, when all the oironm- 
atanoca are oonaidered, that the Liberals 
were badly beaten in Weatmoreland on tho 
!24th, and lb is foolish in them to try bo make 
lb appear that they were nob. 

AN EXPERT OPINION. 

One objection to wooden pavements is that 
if bhey are not very oarefally laid they 
vitiate the atmosphere in their vicinity. The 

" Engineering Record," of tho 24:h ultimo, 
Bays : 

" The fact has long baon known among 
sanitary engineers that street washings are 
no improvement in oharaoter over ordinary 
sewage, and oooaaionally the latter liquid 
may have the advantage. Single block 
pavements as ordinarily laid :re full of open- 
ings between the blocks, which persistently 
hold dirt saturated with tho foul liquids of 
tho street, and under the action of tho sun 
tho most unwholesome vapors are oon- 
atantly being diaoharged into the 
atmosphere. However well laid suoh pave- 
ments may be, those unsanitary conditions 
are constantly being created with more or 
leas activity ; good work will only to a small 
extent remedy tbo ovil. Durini; tho cold 
portion oi the year these effeots are largely 
mitigated, bub nob removed, while attacks 
of diseases peculiar to oold weather find fav 
orable phyaioal conditions of the population 
induced by active unsanitary conditions of 
the previous hot weather. The contlnuition 
of these circumstances, year aftor year, ex- 
tenda the foul saturation to the earth under 
the pavement, and intensifies the polluting 
effects of the whole maaa on the atmoaphero 
In brief oabline the preceding oonaideratlom 
aoourately repreaenfa wbab la going on 
throughout the entire area of oifiy atreets 
covered with ordinary single block pave 
ment. lb is nob a mabter of wonder, then, 
that the grippe, pneumonia, and other dia 
eases of a similar general oharaoter produce 
such ravages in New York and other large 
oitiea. 



THE LA W ENFOROED. 

The inhabitants oi Now York Cily have 
been lately oxeroiaed over the enforcement 
of the Sunday Cloaing Law. The Legiala 
ture of the State of New York, composed 
obiefiy of members from the mral diatriota 
and ooonbry bowna and villages, enacted a 
stringent law respecting the sale of Intoxi 
eating drloka on Sunday. At firsb the sa 
loon-keepera of New York and their friends 
laughdd at the new law. They declared that 
it was made by an assemblage of " hay 
seeds " and might be suited to and enforced 
in a erois-roada village, that it waa not 
applicable to a great city like New 
York, and that it would be folly to attempt 
to put it in operation there. There were, 
too, many who were by no moans friendly 
to the liquor traflic and those v>ho carry It 
on, who believed that it was a mistake to 
place a law on the Statute Book which oould 
nob be onforosd. Better, they argued, to 
have no Sunday law at all than ono which 
would bo certain to be treated with coa- 
tompt both by the people and tho civic 
authorities. Tho law, thoy admitted, was a 
good one if it could be enforced. But this 
law conld nob be enforced, oonaequently the 
open disregard of it would add the demcr- 
allziblon that is oauaed by the habitual vio- 
lation of law to the domoralizition caused 
by oxoeaaive drinking on tho Lord'a Day. 

A largo number of tlie citizons of New 
York, however, approved of tho law. They 
believed that) its rigid cnforoemont would do 
good to all classes, and particularly to the 
olaaaes to which the open aaloona were a 
temptation and a anace. The law ought to be 
enforced, they asaerted, and ib must be en 
forced. There were others, and among them 
some of tho moat worthy oitizena, who hold 
that tlio (['lOPtion was not whether tho Sun- 
day closing law was a good law or a bad law, 
but whether or not law in the city of New 
York ebould be reapeoted. It ia, they oon 
tended, of tho utmost Importance nob only to 
tho city of Now York bub to tho whole of 
tho United States, that the law should be 
aupromo. If every state, every city and 
every muniolpality permitted tho laws 
enacted by the diffarent lawmaking bodies 
to be held in contempt by those who dl 
liked them or those who oonaidered them 
unwise and unnecessary, anarohy would be 
Bure sooner or later to ensue. Tho only safe 
way waa to uphold tho law aa long as It was 
law, and if ib did not operate for the good 
of the community to repeal it in the way 
prescribed by the cooatitnbion. She Prosl' 
denb of the Board of Police Gommisaioners, 
Mr. Theodore Roosevelb, waa of thia opln 
ion. Hia buaineas he oonsidored was to ox 
ocuto the law, not to judge tho law. Ho 
thorofore declared hia intention, whether ib 
waa good or bad, to carry onb the Sunday 
closing law to the letter. 

Khis determination of the President of the 
Police Gommisaioners was not good news to 
quite a number on the polioe force. Tho 
Sunday-closing law had been used by a good 
many of thom as a means of squeezing (he 
saloon keepers. Some of the ward poll- 
ttciana, too, greeted the change in polioe 
administration with oarses both loud and 
deep. The Sunday law was used by thom 
aa an agent to keep the saloon keepera 
politically atraight. Tho liquor eoller 
who groaaod the palma of the polioe 



and kept on the right aide of the city 
polltiolana, wca allowed to sell as much as 
he oould on Sundaya and to violate other 
rules and regalatlons. Bub the )f quor seller 
who did nob treat the polioe liberally or who 
showed signs of an ioblination to think and 
aob for himself at eleotion tiroes, was com- 
pelled eorupuloualy to comply with all the 
regnlatlona of tho IruOio. Tho anger of the 
oorrupb policemen and the consternation of 
the whole gaog of ward politielana and their 
followers when Mr. Roosevelt oommenced in 
earnest to enforce the Snnday-cloaiiig lavr 
may be easily imagined. But ho went on 
with the work of enforcing tho law regard- 
Ibbs of tho indignation and tho threats of 
those who wore opposed to its enforcement. 
The police force soon found it to their in- 
terest to seooad the efforts of the Polioe 
Commissioners, and as they prooeeded with 
the work they found that they had tho 
moral support of tho beat part of tho press 
and the public. Many of the aaloon- keepera 
are glad to bo relieved from the tyranny of 
the police and the politioians. We would 
not ba surprised to learn that they are bene- 
ficed pecuniarily by the change, for their 
exaotions were simply enormous. " So auo- 
oesaful havo been tho efforts of the Commis- 
aioners that 90 per cent, of tho places whoro 
liquor la sold were absolutely uloaed laat 
Sundoy. The leadera among the Ifquur 
dealers," saya the New York Times, "have 
become convinced that the riak of keeping 
open on Sucday ia too great, and that the 
fruita of the Sunday trade would not pny 
for tho (iao and other cxponaoE attendant 
upon their arreab, and the game is not worth 
tho candlo. They havo alao diacovered that 
tho feelings of the respeotable portion of tho 
oommunity were being aroused against them 
by their open and persistent defiance of law."

Oar.

Track liailway Ronud the 
World. 

This ia an age of wonders and gixantio 
undertttkings. People co longor look upon 
ftnother tiana continentivl line aa aDytbiog 
out of the povstbllitieB. Even a oable aarosB 
the Paolfia, thoagh no 'doabb a tremendous 
work, does nob present any insuporablo diffi- 
oalbiea either to engineors or QDunoiero, and 
people Dcoept lb as u nob remoto poaslbllity 
' It remains for Suiimel L. Kolly, of Vic- 
toria, to Bturtle the vvor)d. With a bold- 
neaa of oonoepbion before mhicb even the 
achievements of modern Eoienoa palo us a 
tallow dip before the eleotrio liRht, Mr. 
Kelly has ooncalved a plan to bolt the world 
— and a double traok ab that, Instoad of 
sitting down and sighing, Uko Alexander is 
popularly suppostd to have done, for a now 
world bo conquer Mr. Kelly has been up and 
doing. Like Puck, ho has said, " I'll pub a 
girdle round about the earth," and the re- 
sult is a prospootua which sets forth : 

" Tho Gratit Uontinontal Railroad Co., 
Ltd., to belt the world — double track. The 
capital stock of the whole road from Boston 
to as near Australia as pos.iiblo will be 
S10O,00O,0OO. Tho part of tho road and 
bridges for British Columbia will cost about 
$9,000,000. Ibis a great undertaking, but) 
Ifeelcompetont of building this said railroad 
in eighteen montha with only a Hbtle asaiat. 
ance. With the dinorotion of the share- 
holders the officers should be entitled to say 
ten siiares each of $100 eaob, co show for 
their services, bat none of these ten shares 
can be sold outside of the company, nor can 
uy one or iwo men hold shares enough to 
freeze out small shatebolden." 

There are no doubts in Mr. Kelly's mind ; 
he is, he feels, "competonb of building this 
road," and consequently it is only right that 
he should bs entitled to sign himself, aa ho 
has done, " S. L Kally, manager and 
financier." 

A very neat oortlfioate of stock has boon 
issued. lb is ornamented at tho top with a 
freight train flying along undei' full steam, 
tEho smoke issues from tho amokeituok quite 
realiatioally, and the wheels — for there aro 
whoola — of the cars aeem to run round. 
Some very prominent names aro pub at the 
head of the certificate, but these gentlemen 
have nob so far accepted tho honors thrust 
upon them, and indeed yeaterd&y one of 
them did nob know he was mentioned at all. 
The certificates look as pretty as a Confed- 
erate bank bill. 

There is to be a " meeting of tho aharo- 
bolders," the prospectus states, "at tho 
board of trade building on Friday, Septem 
ber6, 1896, at 2, o'olook p.m., to form a 
board 01 dlreotdra an^ tranaaot buaineea 
necessary, to the company. " 

Mr. Kelly will expUla the whole thing 
then and show how It |a to be done. 

However, he oonsented to balk aboub his 
railway yesterday. The idea, it eoems, 
emanated from some talk or oorrespondimoe 
Mr. Kelly had with ," Billy Cotton," of 
Boston. Mr. Kelly has been trading with 
Billy Cotton for the last fifteen years and 
consequently knows him well, Mr. Cotton 
is interested in a big railway syndioato, 
whoso names Mr. Kelly could nob recall 
yesterday, to builcj a railway to Russia 
from Boston, bs a beginning. lb was 
to come along through tho States and 
touch the C.P.R. ab Calgary or aomawhero, 
aad then utilizing some 1,100 miles of tho 
C.P.R. would branch off and out through 
tho Peace river country, one branch going 
to Queen Charlotte Sound and then to 
Alaska, where by means of the Aleutian 
ialaude it would reach the Siberian system. 
Then, by connecting the Siberian with the 
Chinese aydtoma and ao on aouth in tho 
simplest tnanner possible, there Is only the 
necessity of bridges or a ferry, " whiohever 
is the most feasible," Mr. Kelly 
says, to tap the AuBtralian ayetem 
of railways. . Thai's what tho SlOO,- 
000,000 capital is to do. Now Mr. Kelly's 
iateBbion is to first of all conneot Victoria 
with the United States system of railways. 
That will praotically oonneot Victoria with 
Boston. Mr. Kelly first fignred on bridg- 
ing the Straits of Fooa, but, as ho 
very truly observed yesterday, " when 
you have to figuro on half-inoh iron for a 
thousand feet of pier and there are thirty 
piers to he couatruatod ib cornea pretty ex- 
pensive. " Ho .'icoordiogly abandoned that 
idea, and would have a ferry from Crescent 
Bay to Bencher Bay, which would leave only 
IG miles of railroad co eonabrnoD to connect 
with the E & N. railway. 

" Then," said Mr. Kuliy, "when tho C. 
P. R. find wo aro tapping tho Quoon Char- 
lotto Sound country they will bo forced to 
allo'.v tho ' world's bolt lino ' to uiio the 1,100 
miles already spoken cf and will have to as- 
sist in taking hold of tho Dohomo." 

Thia ia part of Mr. Kelly's scheme, but ho 
does nob wanb much said aboub ib ab pre- 
sent, on which account bbis small notice will 
have to su£Soe. Ha will explain it all fully 
at the meeting on Friday,

The "Kite" Kxpetted to Koturu This Month. 

St, Johns, Nfld.,Sepb. 2, — The first nowa 
from the Peary relief expedition was reosiv- 
ed here to, day. It came by the Amerioan 

achooner John E. Mackenzie, sailing from 
tho Greenland halibut fishorica. Tho Mac- 
kenzie meb the Kite with tho expedition at 
Uolsteinburg on July 15. At Holateinburg 
the* Kite took aboard Prof. Dyche, one of 
the membera of the oxpi dition and sailed 
again the same evening. Very little ia re- 
ported south of Greenland waters. Tho Mac- 
kenzie fished in latitude 08, and saw no ice 
in BufEolonb quantity to cause tho atoamor 
lnoonvenlenc3. Tho crew of tho Mackenzie 
think the Klto will havo no diflioulty in 
reaching Wales sound, whore tho Peary 
headquarters aro located. The return of the 
relief party is expected about tho end of this 
month.

SEVEN MILLION FOUNDS. 

Wliat the Gold Ontpnt- of the Band District 
Beached Last Year. 

In a recent {a:ne tho Standard and Dig- 
gers' News, of Johannesburg, Transvaal, 
South Africa, publiuhod u diagram and 
figurea showing thu yniirly output of tho 
gold from tho calohrated Uuid diatriu't from 
1SS7 to ISiH. Theflo fj(>ureB aro decidedly 
intoreating and instructive, showing what 
has been the roaulc of etondy development 
work iu gold mining in South Africa from 
small biJginniogs a few years ago. In May, 
18S7, the output of tho Rand was SS7 
ounces, while eight years later, in Junt-, 
1895, tho output for the month reached the 
enormous amount of 200,041 ounces. Some 
idea of the rapidity of this growth may be 
seen from the following fixates. In December, 
1890, the fiO.OOD onnce figure was reached 
for the month's output. Eighteen months 
later that had again diubled, tho output fur 
the month of Juno, 1892, being \0:i;2'>'2 
ounces. And in last June that latter figure 
again was doubled, so that in four and a, 
half years the output from the Rand quad- 
rupled, Tho Kind now holds tho third 
place as a gold producer among tho great 
gold producing oountrioo ; for 1891 Austrolii 
leading with S 2 milliono of pounds atcrliug. 
United States second with 7 9 millionB cf 
pounds sterling, and iha Rand third with 
7 milliona. For 18'.)5 the Rand will load the 
world, ita output balug reckoned at 2,400,- 
000 ounces, or in monoj' value, £8,400,000 
The poaaibilitioa of proper mining develop- 
ment aro practically illuotrattd hero and ore 
particularly instructive in this province, 
whore tho enormous miaoral resources of the 
country are only beginning to bo known. 
The wondoiful rf suits of tho last two ycara 
in the British Culuinbia mining districts 
augur well for a rupid iucreaso in tho out- 
pub of preolous motals that will aatonish tho 
world. The gold and the aiiver are here, 
the judioIouB investment of capital is all 
that ia required to produce tho much desired 
results.

cession. Tho bicycle crazo, for that is 
the only name for it, has afl'ootiMl tnulo 
aud commerce iu many and iialjiablo 
ways. Ir has piitcrod seriously into the 
qnestinn of transportation. Legislation 
has been m;ccs.sary to meet tho uowcou- 
difcions of three-fourtlis of the cotmtry's 
citizens whirling over the ground on 
piioninatio tires. 

Woiueii sncounibed Into, but they have 
gone under fust aud far now that they 
liavo acknowledged the sway of tho 
wheel. The woman who does not rido 
is getting rarer every day. The woman 
who has not thought of riding is really 
u rcniarkablo person. 

Women '.s bicycling received its real 
impetus when tlio smart sot took it up. 
Once the seal of fashion was sot upon 
the sport the pace of its sncccs.s was 
designated. Tho limit of that success is 
still unsettled. Conservatism in general 
lias entered its protest iu print and by 
word of month aud continues to do eo, 
but individual eonservatism has daily 
yielded to the infectious influences all 
about, and tho ranks of tho new riders 
every week are recruited from tlio most 
modest and fomiuiuo, the least aggres- 
sive and most womanly of women. 

There is no oarthlv rea.soE why they 
should not he. If the exercise can bo 
brought into diKrei)nto, it will bo by its 
monopoly by tho other .sort of women. 
It is those of the box v/ho adorn and 
dignify every act they perform who are 
needed iu this and every other pastime, 
e.xerciso ni- occupation. 

That women can rido the wheel ac- 
ceptably in every s0use of tho word is 
denioustratod every hour of every day. 
Tho illustration shows a woman in the 
act of mounting, and her pose is as 
graceful and pkiasing as if .she were en- 
tering a carriage, nuicli more so than the 
spring to a horse's back for a cantor. 

In tho matter of costume tlie leaven 
of taste and modesty is as valuabUi 
among whoehvonicn as among women 
who do not wheel. So Ioiil; as it is tho 
custom of society tliat women shall 
W(;ar skirts she slionld keep to them on 
the wheel. Numerous skirt costumes 
have been dosigued that are safe and 
convenient, and the plea that either 
quality is increasi'd by bloonicr.s is not 
tenable. If in future decades dross for 
women shall bo revolutionized and the 
skirts of today bo done away with, as 
have the farthingales and coifs of former 
generations, tlioro will tluMi bo no pub- 
li<; .sentiment or couvontionalism to bo 
outraged and displea.sed, and tho bloom- 
er qiK'stion may take on a different 
phase. Tlio pri'siuit, and it is to bo hoped 
tJie futni->', \viiiiian for many a long day 
should keep to her skirts. 

Nor should tlio matter of ago affect 
woman's riding. It sho is inclined to 
tho exercise imd has tho strength for it, 
the Biblical limitation of tlirooscore 
and ten need not prevent her taking to 
it. The older woman, however, who 
uiomits rliM wheel needs to be especially 
careful in her (h'oss. What is piquant 
and effective at 20 is not equally so at 
40 and 50. — Now York Times. 

Dr. KsiiiK llx^ Chlldrou. 

The first thing iu dressing little chil- 
dren is to make them comfortable, and 
tlio other first thiu.g is to keep tlieni 
clean — absolutely clean. Fine clothes 
are much harder to wash tliaii plain 
ones, so that sometimes thoy uro not 
washed so often. A plain little cotton 
frock jnst from the washtub is a much 
more agreeable night than an elaborate- 
ly trimmed one nut (jnito fresh. Have 
plenty of clothes — so many that they 
need not bo considered at all and may 
bo put on fresh four or five times a day 
if necessary, and so plain that tliey are 
no trouble to wash. 

One woman, who determined that her 
little girl sliould bo always cIomu, and 
who was obliged to consider pennies 
very closely, hit on this plan : Sho made 
tho little frocks jierfectly plain, out of 
anything she liappuued to pick up cheap. 
Lawn or dimity, nainsook or linen, 
coarse or lino, but all soft, nothiug still 
or scratchy, no cross baned muslins or 
pique — most abominable of stuffs. She 
made three or four dresses. Wlien one 
was at .-ill soilt^d, it was taken off and 
thrown to soak iu a tuli of warm water, 
aud by night there were generally two 
or three, sometimes fotu' or five. After 
those little frocks were washed thoy 
were simplj- wrung out very tight aud 
left to dry, then sliakcn out all full of 
beautiful little folds like tho drapery on 
o Qreek statna They were net ironed

Arrest of the WeBtmlnster Defaulter— Un- 
authenticated Bnmon as to the 
Xatter. 

WUUam Hencjr Falding, Weatminster'a 
absoondlpg registrar, was not arrested 
nntil 9:50 last evening, when the Chief 
of Polioe ab Spokane made him a 
prisoner on the charge of embezzlement — 
although the St. Paul polioe wired as early 
as Saturday afternoon that they had him 
located in that city. Why thoy did not 
arrest hiin is not easily understood, but thoy 
did not, and ho was on his way westward 
when the Spokone otiicial stepped in. 

Step by step the provincial polioe have 
followed by wire the trail of the departed 
oifioial. It V'aa aioertuinod on the day that 
the warrant was issued that be iiad on the 
2.3rd bought a ticket at Vancouver for 
8t'. Paul, and had started Eisb in one of the 
P. B. parlor oars. On Saturday it was 
ascertained that on the very day inquiries 
were first made for him he had arrived in 
tho Minnesota oity. 

" We have him located hero with re- 
latives," wired tho St. Paul Chief of Polioe, 
" inst ruat us." 

Of couroo Suporintondent Huasoy tele- 
graphed to artoac at once, hold and searoh 
for naoney. 

Then oimo a long wait and then — yester- 
day — tho word that the bird had slipped 
and would have to bo again located. Tho 
Pinkertona wore called in at this stage of 
tho chase, and from them it was learned 
that Falding had changed his route and 
doubled b»ck from St. Paul, buying a 
Spokane ticket at that oity on Saturday. 

Yesterday was spent in following tho 
train on which ho was a passenger, by tho 
wire — both by the Pinkertons from St. 
Paul and by Superintendent Hnasey from 
this end of the line.

Lito last night a wire was sent that olS 
cer asking him to ascertain if Falding would 
or would not waive the formality of extra 
ditlon. la any event a British Columbia 
officer will be sent to Spokane at once to ac 
company him btok to thia province. 

Aa to J. C. Prevost, nothing more is 
known for a certainty, althongn rnmora of 
his wherAibonU are aa thick aa good reaolu 
tions on New Year's day. A letter to tlie 
Colonist from Fort lownaend yesterday 
guvQ the news that be waa seen and talked 
with there on the '2S':h instant — Wednesday 
last. The writer of tho letter, who signs 
himself P. Henderson, could not,'however, 
be found on an efTurt boing made to sift the 
matter, and tho information is discredited 
in oonscquenco. There is littlo'doobt that 
Frerost is not far away, and the prospects 
are all favorable to his apeedy apprettenaion.

Meeting of the Local Kzecutlvc. 

Yesterday afternoon a special moetlng of 
tho executive of the Local Coonoil of Women 
was held at Government House, Lady Aber- 
deen presiding. The oxecatlve body, which 
consists of tho officers and presidents of each 
federated society only, were all cresent. 
After the business had been disposed of the 
Countess of Aberdeen oon^jratulated the 
Council nn the marvellous progress made 
during the. ten months of organization, 
and the aucoess which had crowned their 
efforts, first in tho oloscioa of a woman 
to a position on the school board, whore 
there were needa that only a woman could 
understand. Then, again, the Counoll were 
to be ooDgratnlated upon the work done in 
connection witit the S'riendly Help Assool- 
atlon. Aa yell they bad bean -uaable to 
organize thia bcanoh of .the work in Ottawa 
and MontraaL Site arged peraeveranoo in 
tbia lino of work, pointing out very forcibly 
the benefits that muat result in thia direction 
from concentrated effort, " The. benefita of 
manual education in coaneotion with the 
publio^ichoola wore laid before tho Ccunpil, 
and the Countcaa adrlaed tha ladies to 
work up public sentinnoDt in favor of this. 
The proviuco of Ontario had legislated In 
favor of technical cducition, bo chat io was 
now possiblo for every school board to h&vo 
thia training in thoir aohoola. 

Tho report of tho procoodlnga at tho Na- 
tional Council was given and tho work 
generally explained very clearly. Tho ex 
eoutivo waa urged to bo aotlvo in carrying 
out tho resolution in roforonce to tho sup 
preBsion of impure litoraturo. So many 
mothoda had boon used for introduoin;; it 
from tho United States that it would be 
neceasary for tho oommittoe In charge to bo 
very vigilant and careful to deal only 
with facts, and in order to couatoract this 
evil and to endeavor to place before the 
obildron pare and healthy literature. Other 
topics were touched upon, such as the length 
of working hours for girls and women In 
shops and factories, and women Inspectore 
for factories. Tho Countess of Aberdeen in 
closing said tho work of tho Counoil'bad nob 
been generally understood ; ib was a diffi- 
cult tusk to explain, but by its work it had 
raised an ideal in many dlrootioas which had 
not before been realized. Oar Lord 
Himself had told us of various waya in 
which the Kingdom of God existed, and then 
work might be aammarized in the 
worda of the Lord Bims'elf— " Thy 
Kingdom "—that they should aim at 
this, working with God and for God, helping 
to work out an ideal in every relation oi 
life, 

A vote of thanks was unanimously ac- 
corded Lady Aberdeen for the address, 
after which the company were invited to 
partake of tea. Lady Aberdeen leading the 
way to the dining room where a short time 
was spent ; all taking leave of tho Countess 
highly pleased with their reception.

Holmes claims that when tho 
times comes, and he la anxious that 
Ib will cnme noon, he will bo able 
to prove beyond a doubt that at the 
time tho detoctives say Howard was killed 
he (Holmes) was in Detroit with his wife. 
Holmes aays he hag always been ^uipioious 
of Hatch and has long anepeoted him of 
doing away with the boy.
